HEREAS by a Statute made 1n the Fifth ycar of the Reign of the late Quee:, 
ELIZABET Hxeontaining divers Orders tor Servants, (among(t other 1 ings) 
It is Enacted, That no Perſon or Perſons that ſhall depart out ot a Service, {hall 
be retained or accepted into any other Service, without ſhewing betore His or 
Her Retainer ſuch Teſtimonial, as 1s in the ſaid Statute ſpecthed, to the Chief 

Officer of the Town Corporate, and in every other Town and Place, to the Conitable, Curate, 

Churchwarden, or other Head Officer of the ſame, where He or Sne ſhall be retained to feryve, upon 

the pain thar every ſuch Seryantor Servants ſo departing without ſich Cernficate or Tetimonal, 

ſhall be Impriſoned until He or She procure a Teltimomal or Certificate ; The winch if He or She 
cannot do within the ſpace of One and Twenty Days next aſter the Firit day of His or Her 

Impriſonment, Then the ſaid Perſon ro be Whipped and uſed as a Vagabond, according to the 

Laws in ſuch caſe provided. And that any Perſon retaining any fuch Servant or Servants, without 

ſhewing any ſuch Teſtimonial or Certificate, as is atoreſud, jhall torteit for every fuch Offence Five 

Pounds. Andif any ſuch Perſon ſhall be taken with any counterteit or forged Teltimonal, then to 

be Whipped as a Vagabond, as by the ſaid Stature ( whereunto relation being had ) more fully 

appearcth. And whereas it 1s generally Experienced” throughout this whole City, as well by the 

Nobility and Gentry, as other good Citizens and Houſholders Inhabiting in he fame; That Servants 

having .no ſuch Certificates and Teſtimonials when They depart out of one Service and cometo be 

retained into another Service , and the Neglect of putting che ſud Law 1n Execution, givech great 

Occaſion to very many Servants to become Idle, Looſe, and of Evil-Behaviour, and oftentimes ro 

Cheat and Purloyn from their Maſters and Miſtrefles,and when they come to be retained m a Service 

upon Liking, without a Teltimomnal, cake Their firſt Opportunity to run away with their Maſters or 

Miſtreſſcs Goods. Ir 1s theretore thought fir, and Ordered by this COURT, That according to 

che ſaid Statute, No Seryant or Servants who ſhall depart cur of any Service, ſhall be Retained or 

Accepted into any other Seryice without ſhewing ſuch Teſtimonial as aforeſaid. And that the A/der- 

men of the ſeycral Wards within this City do take ſome mcet and eftectual Courte tor che Publiſhing 

hereof, to the end all Perſons concerned may take Notice, and may become conformable hereunto.
